During the first three-quarters of the 
year tax collections in Edmonton amounted 
to 3.4 per cent more than the levy for the 
whole year.

There is a good deal of merit in the pro- 
posal of the Central Committee of War 
Auxiliaries that Edmonton servicemen and 
servicewomen should be given free city 
property exempt from taxation for five 
vears for the purpose of building homes in 
this city after the war.

A Matter of Markets 


Wartime demand no longer absorbing 
the whole output, the Aluminum Company 
of Canada is laying off some employees. 
The hope is to employ, when peacetime 
demand developes, three times as many as 
before the war began. But for the time 
being there is no alternative but to re- 
duce the pay-rolls. 

Fortunately, there are at present other 
lines in which men are scarce, and the dis- 
missed employees can be placed without 
serious loss of time.

The Tragedy in Greece 

Every Canadian will deplore the out- 

break of civil war in Greece after the 


people of that troubled country have en- 
dured more than three years of Nazi occu- 
pation.

As early as 
October, certain sections of the British 
press reported that most of the higher 
posts in the Greek nationalist army were 
being occupied by men who were associated 
with the former Greek dictatorship and 
that high-ranking officers with republican 
and progressive leanings had been re- 
moved.

He succeeds Art Potter 
now president of the Edmonton 
District Hockey Association, 
MORE SMOKES NEEDED 
A LETTER from FO. A. G., 
(Gordie) Williamson, now 
RCAF public relations officer at 
Ottawa, further emphasizes the 


need for more cigarettes for those 
boys from Canada now in hospital

Gordie says the allotment of 
Canadian cigarettes while he was 
in hospital over there was a pack- 
age a week—also that the English 
variety of smokes costs two 
shillings threepence a package, 
roughly fifty cents.

In first year commerce stu- 
dents are required to make an av- 
erage of 50 per cent in all required 
courses or one failure with an av- 
erage of 60 per cent.

For students in a general 
course or combined course in 
their second year an average of 
50 per cent in all required 
courses or one failure with an 
average of 60 per cent is required. 
In the third year all students in 
general courses, combined courses 
or honors are required to make 
50 per cent in all required courses 
or one failure with an average of 


60 per cent.

Foreign Trade 
A year ago | laid great emphasis 


on Canada’s international trade 
Canada today is not exporting in 
the ordinary sense of the term 


Much is being sent to armed forces 
in every theatre of war, but we are 
not trading. Our productive capa- 
city has been Increased far beyond 
the present needs of our own 
people, and in any plans for post- 
war reconstruction we must bear 
in mind that for full consumption 
of many of our products we must 
have access to world markets and 
that we must develop such markets. 
When our future manufacturing 
policy is considered cognizance 
must be taken of the fact that these 
outside markets cannot be neglect 


ed at the start and picked up after 
wards. Our markets abroad must 
be cultivated from the outset if 
they are to be developed in the 
future 

To consider seriously an ap 
proach whereby a government be- 
comes the sole buyer and seller on 


foreign markets raises the monopo- 
ly issue and obviously can only lead 
to future economic warfare. How 
ever, some countries which will be 
come our good customers later on, 
may for a time require to be grant- 
ed credit for our goods which they 


will import. Other countries due 
io the circumstances of the wat 
have accumulated trade balances 
with which they can buy and to 
that extent we will find ourselves 
in a highly competitive market 


against other sellers 
One promising feature relating to 


this problem of foreign trade has 
been the recent deliberations at 
Bretton Woods. While policy is in 


the discussion stage at the moment 
the resolutions adopted at the con- 


ference are worthy of note. One or 
two are drawn to your attention 
first, with respect to the general 
purpose of an International Mone 


tary Fund and, second, with respect 
to the purpose of an International 


Bank of Reconstruction and Devel 
opment. The conference recom- 
mended that governments as soon 
as possible try to reach agreement 
on ways whereby they may best 
reduce obstacles to international 
trade and in other ways promote 


mutually advantageous internation- 


al commercial relations and bring 
about the orderly marketing of 
Staple commodities at prices fair 


to the producer and consumer alike 
The conference thus appeared to 
recognize that currency stability is 
not a matter of monetary mechan- 
isms alone, but depends upon ac- 
tions and policies in other direc- 
tions as well. 

War tends to make countries 
more self-sustaining, which means, 
in effect, that they are forced of ne-| 
cessity to depend more and more 
upon themselves. This makes it all 
the more difficult for Canada to 
expand her foreign trade. On the 
other hand, in addition to primary 
products it must be remembered 
that this country has during this 
war developed a technical skill for 
the making of many kinds of chem- 
icals, manufactured articles, utili- 
fies and appliances heretofore un- 
dreamed of, and in the last analysis 
that must have its effect in a most 
substantial way upon what Canada 
can produce and export in the fu- 
ture. As has been said on previous 
occasions, foreign trade works both 
ways. We must be willing to buy 
otherwise many countries cannot 
afford to purchase from us because 
they can only pay with their own} 
exports, directly or indirectly, or by 
means of accumulated balances 
which become exhausted if the bal- 
ance of trade continues against 
them 

British Trade Problems 


Many of you will uo doubt be 
wondering how a country like Eng- 
Jand will face the import and ex- 
port problem after the war. In this 
am going give you 
a quotation from a recent speech 
by The Right Honourable Lord 
Catto, the new Governor the 
Bank of England: | 

“... Recovery will need... a 
resurgence of that individual in- 
itiative, that resourcefulness, and 
that spirit of adventure which, in 
war and in peace, have ever of 
old contributed to our country’s 
prosperity and to its greatness

major part. I do not need to tell 

you that her position in world 
commerce and in finance is 
unique—and I would ask you to 
note, I say ‘is’ not ‘was’. And that 
comes not from wealth: not from 
stocks of gold or foreign invest- 
ments—for we have less of these 
than we had—but rather from 
something more lasting: some- 
thing that even war cannot des- 
troy or take from us, and that is 
the City of London's generations 
of accumulated experience, the 
integrity of her institutions, and 
her reputation for fair dealing, 

That is a precious heritage. It is

MANAGER 
MEETING 

The General Manager reviewed 
the Bank's Financial Statement 
and added, in part, that the num- 
ber of deposit accounts rose to 
1,219,000, 97 per cent of which were 
held by individuals. Every effort 
is being made to expand the serv- 
ice of the bank, particularly to 
small borrowers, and actively to 
offer the Bank’s loaning facilities 
to every credit-worthy citizen, He 
continued 

I should like to re-emphasize the 
splendid manner in which the staff 
of the Bank has responded to the 
needs of wartime requirements. 
more experienced members 
carry the responsibility of instruct- 
ing many new employees who have 
had little, if any, previous business 
training. At the outbreak of the 
war the number of women em- 
ployed was 21 per cent of the total 
staff. At the present time it is 57 
per cent, and in many branches of 


the Bank, these young women are 
competently occupying a majority 
ol the posts. At this time 1,679 
members of the staff have joined 
the forees, Of these 97 have 
given their lives in the service of 
their country, 23 are missing, 42 
have been wounded and 16 are 
prisoners of war. 1 would again 


ask you to join with me in extend- 


ing our deepest sympathy to the 
relatives of those who have lost 
their lives. We are proud of those 


members of our staff who are serv- 
ing in the armed forces and we are 
looking forward to welcoming them 
back to the Bank at the end of the 


war. In view of the great events 
ot the past six months it is not 
unreasonable to expect that this 
will not be too far distant. The 
time which these members of the 
Staff have spent in the armed
